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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a separate 
sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 150 words in 
length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. 
The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be 
avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the title. It 
should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," "The disclosure 
defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the use of improper 
sentence structure. The abstract should only contain complete sentences, not sentence 
fragments as it currently does. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Examiner notes that Applicant has essentially claimed a statement of intended 
use. Specifically, in claim 1, line 1, Applicant recites, "for filtering air." This recitation is 
a statement of intended use, which is not given patentable weight in apparatus claims. 
Therefore, as broadly interpreted by the Examiner, the following rejection is applied 
based on the prior art of record. 

6. Claims 1-4 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kalhok et al. (WO 99/27999). Kalhok et al. discloses a mask 10 for filtering air using 
filter 70 (page 10, line 21 through page 11, line 12), as shown in Figure 3. The mask 10 
has an area — defined by the area behind face portion 14, which covers the mouth of the 
wearer-that can be opened and closed at will without removing the mask 10, as shown 
in Figure 6. Regarding claim 7, since Applicant has not recited that the entire area is 
"covered by a removable patch," element 34 can be broadly interpreted to encompass 
this claim limitation. Frontal cover 34 is a removable cover that is mounted to mask 
body 24 and can be removed and then re-affixed by snapping the protruding pegs of the 
cover 34.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed ordescribed as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kalhok et 
al. (WO 99/27999) in view of Sarazen (US 4,185,329). Kalhok et al. discloses an 
apparatus comprising all the limitations recited in claim 5, with the exception of a self- 
closing face mask. However, the use of a spring-biased face mask was known at the 
time the invention was made. Specifically, Sarazen teaches the use of a spring-biased 
face mask 2 that is self-closing for "gently urging" the face mask 2 into a closed position 
towards the wearer's face (column 4, lines 29-53). Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify the apparatus of Kalhok et al. because it is well known in the art, as taught by 
Sarazen, to use a spring on a face mask in order for the face mask to be self closing 
and automatically close over the wearer's face into a closed position.
